IRRIGATION. 
Tte Important Problem Now Eefore the 
Legislature—What is Being Done—Views 
of a Correspondent. 
E ds. Record Union : A mejtiD» of the 
delegates from Freeno county with tte*AE- 
sembly Committees on Swamp I. ads and 
Irrigation was held Friday evening last, ar.d 
on being called to order Mr. Matbewa of ths 
Assembly, from San Benito conuty, was 
called to the chair. The bill introduced in 
the Assembly by Mr. Wharton waa then 
read, also another. The question was then 
thrown open for general d¡8Cu.--8Ícn. The first 
speaker was Judge North, cf Fresno county, 
furmerly of River ide, and one of the pro 
jectcra oi tlat colony. The Judgs took the 
position that the principle of riparian rights 
wae not the law cf this State. That tne 
‘‘common law” of this State was the prin­ 
ciple of appropriation. That the tight to 
appropriate warer for mining purposes and 
for farming has been for over twenty years 
recognized as 
THE CUSTOM OF THE LAND, 
And has been sustained by the Slate Courts 
and approved by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. The Judge held, therefore, 
that appropriation it the "common law of 
Califoruia,” in contradistinction to riparian 
rights, as the “ common law of England” 
and of States where irrigation is not neces­ 
sary ; and that as appropriation was the rule 
before laws were pas.-ed for general distribu­ 
tion or irrigation, these later laws do not in­ 
terfere with the law of appropriation, but 
must be held in subordination thereto. The 
customs of ans- country growing out of the 
wants and necessities of the people, become 
law, and are always recognized na law on 
that account; and not only has the principle 
of appropriation become the law by custom, 
hut it has also become the law by statut?. 
The Judge desired, therefore, that the special 
law enacted for Fresno county should be 
amended ia two particulars to make it con­ 
form to the law of appropriation as reeo.- 
oized by custom and provided by the Civil 
Code, viz: bj Btrikiog cut the section iu the 
law which pro: ibits interference with ripa­ 
rian rights, and the other eec’.ion preventing 
tha operation of the general laws of appro­ 
priation in Fresno county. The next speaker 
was the H od. Mr. Griffith, of Fresno concty, 
a member of the last Legislature, who spoke 
in general terms of 
THE WANTS OF THE PEOFLE 
In Fresno conuty and of the great advance­ 
ment of !hvt county iu population and agri­ 
culture, arising from the extensive irrigation 
works constructed and in operation. But he 
held that there should be some law passed 
making ths nae and appropriation of water 
for irrigation a public use, end which would 
regulate the diatributiou ia different counties 
or districts uaiog water from the tame source 
of supply. Ho thought that in the main 
the pooplo ef his county w.-.uld be satisfied 
with the features of the bill introduced by 
Mr. Wharton of the Assembly. Thera were 
some tbingB ia the bill that he thought 
could be improved ; but he recognized 
the fact that it would be impossi­ 
ble to satisfy all, and therefore he would 
be willing to accept any bill passed which 
would do the greatest good to the greatest 
number. As a delegate from Fresco county 
he extended an invitation to the members of 
the Assembly committee, or to as many of 
them as could go, to visit Fresno county and 
see wbatthey had accomplished through their 
system of irrigation and how it wrrg managed, 
so that their observation cf the remits and 
the system which profluced them might aid 
(he committee in perfecting some bill that 
would meet the general wants. The next 
speaker was H. S. Dixon, of Fresno, 
also sent as 3 delegate to aid in procuring 
legislation corducivo to irrigation. 
The 
speaker spoke at length of the 
POSSIBILITIES FOB THIS GREAT STATE 
In population and agriculture as the result of 
wise legislation on irrigation and the hus- 
tmndicg and proper distribution of its water 
resources. He ais» urged the necessity of 
the passage cf a law by which water or lands 
could bo condemned if ncceefary for the pub­ 
lic good, holding that the use of either water 
or land by one or a few individuals should 
rot be allowed to stand in the way when the 
interest of the many is involved or jeopard­ 
ized; that a lrw should be so framed as to 
compensate for the loss sustained by an indi­ 
vidual or the few who have to give up their 
properly and right to water for the benefit of 
many. This speaker admitted that all the ordi­ 
nary flow of water for summer use in Fresno 
county has been appropriated and is used, 
but that greatly increased quantities could be 
obtained by proper storage. An invitation 
was then extended to the State Engineer, W. 
Ham. Hall to appear before the committee 
next Tuesday evening, in the Assembly 
chamber, at 7 o’clock ; and a general invita­ 
tion was given to ail members of the Senate 
and Assembly, and the public who are inter­ 
ested in the subjict cf irrigation, to attend at 
that time. 
COMMENTS ON THE FOREGOING, 
I was present at the meeting which is 
above outlined, and I de-ire permission to say 
that great interest was taken in what was 
said, hoping that plans cither of a general or 
special character would be brought forward 
and discussed, bearing upon the law of dis­ 
tribution of water for irrigation, but there 
was great disappointment in that regard. 
What was said was laudatory of irrigation 
and of the industry and enterprBe of the peo­ 
ple of Fresno cauniy—all cf which every 
man who knows anything about irrigation in 
any coun'ry or of its results in Fresno county 
must admit. No attempt was made to take 
up Mr. Wharton’s bill, sec.ion by section, for 
discussion of its merits and demerits. No ef­ 
fort was made to bring out the fundamental 
idea cf the bill, so that the committee coul: 
jn ige of its application to the present circum­ 
stances of the psople, or whether there ia 
any elasticity in it necessary to provide for 
the win's of the coining millions in the great 
valley, so glowingly de-eribed hy Mr. Grif­ 
fith. All I heard specially bearing upon 
cl aages in the preaoct law were, first, the 
two poin's made by Judge North on the re- 
peri of that section of the Fresno county law 
which recognizes and protects 
RIPARIAN RIGHTS 
And the other to repeal anothersectioa nf the 
s .me law which repeals all laws of a general 
character in eonfhet wilh the special law pro­ 
vided for Fro-no county ; next, by Mr. Grif­ 
fith, on the necessity of passing a law declar­ 
ing the appropriation of water for irrigad a 
a public use, and of providing fur the proper 
distribution of water between two or more 
counties receiving water for irrigation from a 
common source of Btipply; and, third, by 
Mr. Dixou, who urged the necessity cf a law 
to condemn for public us3 not only the water 
claimed or U3ed, but the land of the indi­ 
vidual, or of the few whose existing claims 
may interfere with or be detrimental to the 
general gocd—upon the theory that if only 
the water was couc’emued the land would be 
worthless without the water, and his prop­ 
erty destroyed without compiesition, which 
the law would not allow. 
Let us examine these propositions. First 
those of Judge North. Let any man read the 
laws passed for Fresno cmnty April 2, lfififi, 
and March 29, 1876, and he will tind that no 
interference is intended by the first l*w 
" with veiled rif/hts of associations or indi­ 
viduals in any ditch or water privilege, or the 
future exercise of such rights or privileges” 
theretofore acquired [Sec. 11, p. 780, Statutes 
1863 6]. The main feature of tfcis law is that 
it makes distribution by county officers of the 
water which can be used for irrigation, and 
doe3 away with the idea of any further ap- 
propiiatiou by individuals or coiparatiene, 
bringing every one in the county down to a 
^ommon level in the use of water thereafter, 
and requiring him to go to the Board and ob­ 
tain permission to construct a new canal or 
ditch, or to take auy water therefor from 
the rivers or water sources. S e Section 12 
of said Act, which says: "A ll Acts of u 
general character, conflicting with provisions 
of this Act, so for as applicable to the connty 
of Fresno, are hereby repealed.” 
The Judge’s idea seemed to be that 
THESE TWO SECTIONS ABE ALL WRONG 
In fact and in principle; ths first, because 
riparina rights as a principle is unknown to 
the ‘'common law cf California,” having 
been superseded by the “ common law of ap­ 
propriation 
and second, that the general 
law cf appropriation cannot be eet aeide by 
special law. These are novel prop-sitions 
and are plausibly presented as a plea for a 
special oVject, but they would not stand long 
before the Supreme Court in a case ariring 
from a violation of this law, einee said Court 
has decided that such special laws must gov­ 
ern when passed before the adoption of the 
present Constitution. Is not the gist of this 
argument and the necessity for legislation on 
these two |>oints found in the fact that prior 
to the law of April 2, I860, few, if any, riclita, 
either by appropriation or as riparian rights, 
had accrued, but that sicca then various 
organizations 
have built ditches and 
appropriated 
water 
without reference 
to said 
law, 
and 
in 
dsiregard 
of fill It* provisions. These questions are 


coming up before tho Supreme Court in va­ 
rious shapes, and me decbion has quite re­ 
cently been rendered which er joins one of the 
most noted of this class of appropriators 
from trespassing upon the rights of certain 
riparian proprietors. Thie gives alarm to np- 
propriators in Fresco and other counties who 
(.¡«regarded tho special laws provided in tnch 
counties for the dbtribn'irn of water by 
Water Commissioners. Hence legislation is 
asked not so much fi r the projectors of the 
ditches or the companies who organized and 
appropria’ed water in di-regard of the cc unty 
laws, but for the pr "ect! n of those who have 
been duped into tho purchase «ml improve­ 
ment of lands dependent now f >r their very 
existence upon the continued reception o 
water from the existing ditelies. 
IT CAN READILY BE SEEN 
fhat Judge North’s proposition? will rot 
avail in the present crisir, nn a retroactive 
law cannot be passed to interfere either with 
prior rights or with rights acquired urder the 
snecial county law, uulessthore laws shall he 
declared void or unconstitutional ; and the 
solution of that question belongs to the Courts 
and not to the Legislature. But if Judge 
North’s position is correct, that the prior 
‘‘common’law of appropriation,” as ho calls 
it, i? not effected by the subsequent special 
laws for Fresno snd other counties, then why 
ask to have the two sections struck out ? 
It seems to me that he must be afraid of the 
correctness of his pdsiticu, or he would not 
ask to have them repealed. 
THE PROPOSITIONS OF MR. GRIFFITH 
And of Mr. Dixon are evidently side efforts, 
looking not only to immediate relief in the 
present emergency, but to accumulation of 
water for incieising future wants. It waa 
well remarked by Mr. Dixon, that a public 
right cannot be condemned under onr codes 
except fora “ greater public use.” Now. if 
by the law of Freeno county riparian rights 
are protee'e i, then you cannot condemn these 
rights except for a greater pnbiic use; and 
you cannot prove that it is a greater pnbiic 
use if yon have to takj tho water awsy from 
a tract cf land equally as large, or larger, 
than the trac'd to be PenefiUd by the con- 
demnatior, because yen cannot prove that 
tha cocdemcei tract is not capable of sup­ 
porting as many people es the tracts proposed 
or expected to reap the benefit from con­ 
demnation. MR. WHARTON’S BILLS 
S'art out on the one correct fundamental 
idos, viz : that all tho waters of the State 
capable of heirg used for irrigation should be 
declared a publicase, as set. forth in the Con­ 
stitution, and (hat til existing claims to it, of 
whatever character, should be condemned, 
and the water thereafter be held as public 
property, incapable of being reduced to pri­ 
vate or corpi rate control, and be distributed 
through local State Boards in pr. fcu-tinn to 
the wants of the pe q.le and their ability to 
use it, so that the greatest good would be ex­ 
tended to the greatest nun. ter. Mr. Whar­ 
ton’s iiU, you perceive, would do away with 
all vexatious quistiar.s that nbw exist as to 
whether these corporate appropri-tors who 
become a law unto themsslves and build 
ditches in size accirding to thei means, 
taking all the waler they could carry 
in their ditches without regard to other 
urers above or below them cn the 
earns stream—without legard to whether 
the Water Commiseioners cf the connty had 
given them permistión to build such new 
ditches, or had determined the quantity of 
water they could tike in times of scarcity, so 
as cot to interfere with prior users—whether 
by such independent action as stated they 
had acquired any legal or vested rights to 
water as appropriators. It srem3 to me that 
un’ess the Act of April 2, 1866, is itself void, 
as Judge North intimates that part of it is, 
theee appropriators have made themselves 
amenable to the penalties provided by Sec­ 
tion 9 of said Act. Mr. W hnrton’a bill, how­ 
ever, goes 
BEYOND THE CONDEMNATION OF THE WATER, 
And includes the ditches as well. Toe peo­ 
ple of Fresno county may perhaps he able to 
meet the expense) of such general condemna­ 
tion, or perhaps the condemnation outlined 
by Mr. Dixou, of both tho water and the 
lands ownei by the riparian proprietors 
whose claim to tho water interferes with its 
uBe by the greater number cf residents on the 
plains ohovs. But I venture to fUigest that 
the people of other counties equally depend­ 
ent on water for irrigation, and not yet so 
forehanded as to meet the enormom ex­ 
penses that would be rolled up if the ditches 
of the appropriators or the lands of the ri- 
parianiets are to be condemned for the public 
good. I admit that it wctild be better if the 
ditches could all be owned by the people who 
u?e tho water, but we caBnot, if we would, 
lose sight of the fact that it i:: the capitalists 
who built and still own these ditches, and are 
projecting new ones still more extensive, 
either for the reclamation cf desert lands or 
lands comparatively worthless without water. 
The condemnation of such ditches, after the 
lands have been sold at au enhanced value, 
would only aid the capitalist. Unless the 
public at large can go into this system cf gen­ 
eral condemnation the law cannot pass, for 
special laws would be unconstitutional. Mr. 
Wharton’s bill is 
FREE FROM ONE POINT 
Suggested by Mr. Dixou, viz : the condemn­ 
ation of both land and water belongiog to or 
claimed by riparian proprietors. To carry 
condemnation to this extent would meet with 
insn; mountable opposition in this or any other 
Legislature ; but to condemn all water, 
withont regard to who claims it, and then 
put all users on an equal footirg before tho 
law as ieri,gators, might meet with approval. 
Then, if the water was scant in Bupply for 
summer use, all would be equally inleteated 
in increasing the supply by storage. But if, 
as Mr. Dixon said, the ordinary tUBimer . 
flow is already appropriated, and condemna­ 
tion of riparian claimants must be had to 
eustain the present apprrptiatore, then there 
would be no interest taken in creating further 
supply; having enough now, they would not 
tax themselves for the l ene lit of others. The 
moment you admit the idea of condemning 
anyone for the benefit of others, that moment 
you put an end to advauceineet and to the 
possibility of the fu’uro millions dwtllirg in 
ths Sm Jocquin valley, so glowicgly depicted 
by Mr. Griffith. -But when ail aro put on a 
ommon level,^nowicg- that (here will not 
be water enough for all, ualeea nature’s store­ 
houses are utilized, then all will cordially 
unite ia their efforts to secure the required 
amount, increasing their efforts from time to 
time, ns their increased wints demand. 
To make M r. Whir ton’s Bill No. 155 effect­ 
ive it will be cecesrary to pais bis Bill No. 
105. 
This latter bill proposes that ‘‘the 
waters of all lakes, rivers, eloughs and run­ 
ning streams of the State, other than naviga­ 
ble water?, are hereby appropriated by the 
State for the purpose of irrigation, mining, 
manufacturing and other indns’iiil and do­ 
mestic purposes.” In this he is . «king no 
more than the Constitution declarer, and that 
instrument makes it ‘‘ fubject to the r gula- 
tion and control of the State in the manner 
to be prescribed by law.” To obtain this 
right of control our Legislature memorialized 
Congress and it was granted, tubject to exist­ 
ing righ*s which were acquired according to 
law—but not appropriated in violation of low. 
If I understand Mr. Whartons bill, he 
proposes to put all rven cn an equaü y before 
the law, both in tha matter rf condemnation 
and in the use nf water nftrr condemnation. 
I do not understand that any of the bills 
before the Lrgis.aturo propoeo to interfere 
in the cistribulioa of water in cities, towns or 
pueblo?, or in the minis—ail of them being 
left under the present laws relating to them, 
but only to deal with water fur irrigation, 
pure and simple, for the general good.

M unicipal authorities would do well to 
exam ine Senate Bill 137. 
I t proposes a 
plan w herehy cities, such as Sacram ento, 
m ay im prove, grado and beautify th eir 
streets and parks. 
I t contains both the 
“ petition ” plan and the “ declaration of 
intention ” system , and requires a four- 
fifths protest to negative a resolution of in ­ 
tention to do street w ork. 
S treet intersec­ 
tion w ork Í3 to be charged against the four 
q u arte r blocks adjoining. 
The collection of 
assc-siments prior to lettin g of contract is 
required, as is provided by th e C onstitu­ 
tion. 
If the C onstitution is to be amended 
to strike out th e prior-colleetion clause, as 
should be done, then th is bill, if it becomes 
a law , will operate-as injuriously as does 
th e objoctionable coifltitutional provision. 
I f th e C onstitution shall not be amended, 
th en th e general provisions of th is bill may 
be found on analysis suited to Sacram ento 
needs. 
A t all events, we should he careful 
no t to exchange one evil for another of 
eqnal m agnitude, and w ithout an am end­ 
m ent to the C onstitution there will be 
little gained by any bill th a t th e ingenuity 
of legislators m ay evolve. 


A State: SxsATca ou Friday, while the bill to re­ 
move the cabinet of minerals from i:s present pife 
quarters in the Capitol building to San Francisco, 
was being considered, is reported to have said that 
if it—the removal—was to benefit San Francisco, his 
city, he would favor it. T1Ú3 ib a fair specimen- of 
the appreciation some legislators have of the obliga­ 
tions of their office. While local constituencies 
should be protected, and their interests advanced, 
no measure should he supported without considera, 
tlon of the interests of the whole State. It will be 
charitable to su p p le that the Senator also took this 
view of the matter. It has not been shown that the 
interests of the State are to be conserved by the 
projected removal, or that the Mining Bureau cab­ 
inet will not be amply itrge and varied without it. 
Localiy, Sacramento has no interest in it. The re­ 
moval can in no wise affect her; but her citizens 
have, in common with others, a desire to see soire 
©bject3 of interest retained in the Can'to’, building 
for the credit of the State, and doubt the policy of 
dismantling the building by detail. But two attrac* 
tions now remain f or visiting citizens—the cabinet 
and the State Library ; aud it will not surprise us 
to witness an attem pt to remove the latter ere long, 
and probatiy the artificial stone images above the 
cornice will foliow, and then the few lonely works of 
art to be found on a «al. here and there. 


The Colusa Sun, the Democracy of which cannot 
he doubted, says In the course of an article on the 
Legislature: “ Next to cursing the railroad, ‘ free 
schotl books'seem s to be the prevailing craze. 
Important measures are held in abeyance, while the 
Solons listen to the proposition of a iunatic about 
moving the State Capital. The session is nearly 
one-third through, and no showing has been made 
towards the important work of the session—no bill 
has, so far, we believe, reached the Governor. 
There are a few active good members in each house, 
but as a whole, up to this time there has been no 
indication of anything but extravagance, reckless­ 
ness, indolence and imbecility.'’ 


The pilot and tugboat legislative investigation is 
the chief one thus far that has made any substantial 
developments. It has been shown that there is need 
of corrective legislation, reduction cf fees, protec­ 
tion of the pilots’ interests, and such measures 
taken as Bhall impose tho fewest burdens possible 
upon shipping. The necessity exists for securing 
the perfect independence of the pilots, and such 
■'limitation of their charges as is consistent with am­ 
ple remuneration for the greit dangers of their ro ­ 
ca tion. 


THB HAWAIIAN I:LA»D3 AGAIN. 


The inconsistency of th e opponents of 
the reciprocity trea ty w ith the H aw aiian 
Governm ent is now m ade apparent. 
They 
insist upon th e abrogation of the treaty in 
th e first p lace; w hen a rum or becomes 
current 
th a t a m ovem ent 
is 
on foot 
to secure the possession of the islands in 
our own G overnm ent by annexation, they 
pronounce it a s che roe of capitalists en« 
gaged in sugar production and im m e­ 
diately 
about to oppose it. 
If they are 
sincere in their objections to th e treaty, 
they should make no opposition w hatever 
to annexation, and a plan by w hich the 
sugar interest would become our own, 
when it would be sheltered beneath th e 
extended wiDg of protection. 
T he situ a­ 
tion m akes it clear th a t th e objectors to 
the treaty are sim ply radical protectionists 
in whose 
estim ation 
th e 
interests of 
th e consum er are 
of 
sm all 
m oment. 
So 
grave 
an 
auth o rity as th e 
Lon­ 
don Time» is quoted by telegraph as ex­ 
pressing the opinion th a t eith er England, 
France or Am erica m ust absorb th e H aw ai­ 
ian G overnm ent. 
W e do not believe th a t 
the treaty w ill be abrogated, nor y et th at 
annexation is near a t hand. 
If it comes, 
how ever, to th e question of necessity and 
self-protection, th e argum ents tobe adduced 
in favor of annexation are of a w eighty 
character. 
In 1S7C General Garfield, in 
Congress, read approvingly from a letter 
to him from a form er tw enty-years’ resi­ 
dent in th e islands, a passage covering the 
whole question, which, as has been well 
said, rises above all ordinary m atters of 
politics or finance: “ A ny foreign naval 
power in possession of this group will dom ­ 
inate th e commerce of th e N orth Pacific. 
O ur trade w ith China and Japan is yearly 
increasing, and the H aw aiian group is the 


half-w ay house from our w estern coast to 
these ports. 
I t is of vital im portance th a t 
we secure a param ount influence a t this 
group, and th e trea ty gives us this. U nder 
its provisions no other power can obtain 
like privileges, snd while annexation would 
entail needless expense and complications, 
for w hich th ere is no corresponding ad. 
vantage th a t is not equally Etcured by the 
provisions cf th is treaty , we can obtain a n ­ 
nexation if we w ish it hereafter by term i­ 
nating it a t any tim e after seven years. 
T he prosperity w hich w ill result under its 
provisions wiil depend upon its continu­ 
ance, and if it is term inated there will be 
no escape from ruin on th e p art of the 
ielanders except through annexation.” 


MISTAKING TH fIR 
OPPORTUNITY. 


LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 


There are some men and journals incapa­ 
ble of generous sentiments. 
On the cccur. 
rence of a great disaster they find relief for 
hatred in imputing to tho30 they assume to 
be at fault the moat unworthy, not to say 
inhuman motives. 
W ithin the past week 
this bas been painfully manifest. 
P as­ 
senger carriers, by every dictate of interest, 
even if w s assume they aro devoid of higher 
motives, regard tho lives of those they 
transport, 
with especial carc. 
B ut if, 
through the acts of a criminal cla3S intent 
upon robbery, the negligence of employes, 
or by unavoidable accident, 
misfortune 
overtakes the carrier, the heartless and ir­ 
responsible make of the cause of woe op­ 
portunity for vilification. 
Unreasonable 
assertions, cunning innuendoes and reitera­ 
tions, with them largely taka the place of 
reaaon and f set. On thc-3o they enlarge uutij 
they all but convince them selves that they 
arc public cracles and have the authority 
to voice the public thought. 
Their aim 
appears to be to inflame til; people they 
deceive w ith 
allegations 
regardless of 
truth. 
That there is a minimum of ac­ 
cident and loss of life on lines of travel on 
this coast is a statistic il fa c t; tu t to ac­ 
cept some of the press emanations, one 
must believe that in no quarter of the 
globe is there such reckless disregard of 
ordinary precautions, so great loss of life, 
or are there such heartless and unfeeling 
passenger carriers. 
T he truth is, there h is 
been no effort, that the impartial observer 
can discern, to have unexplored any pas­ 
sible fact that will throw light upon the 
recent accident at Tehaohapi. 
W e do not 
believe there is a being in existence worthy 
the name of man who desires other than 
the fullest exposition of every fact and 
theory concerning that disaster, or that 
blame should fail to attach where it justly 
belongs. 
To hold otherwise is to outrage 
the commonest feelings of humanity. 


A SPECIMEN OF THE D00T3ISF. 


M r. Lapham, in the United States Sen­ 
ate, during the consideration of the tariff 
bill, moved to lay a duty of three cents a 
quart, and every fraction of a quart after 
the first, on imitation and natural mineral 
waters. 
This was protection with a ven­ 
geance. 
It brought Mr. Beck to his feet, 
who thought that to apply protection to 
the springs of the country and the keepers 
of summer watering-places was putting the 
fabled straw upon the fabled camel, that 
broke the back of that unhappy beast of 
burden. 
It reminded him of the story told 
of Dean Swift, to whom a lady visiting his 
place in the Irish hills praised ths delicious 
air. 
The Dean besought her not to speak 
her praises loudly, lest the Government 
should discover ite merits and tax it accord­ 
ingly. 
Thi3 in tnrg suggested to M r. 
Vance that as the mineral waters come in 
bottles, the cork3 of which are secured by 
wires, a duty should be pat on to protect 
the iron interest. 
M r. Laphara’a amend­ 
ment was laughed out cf the Senate, as 
should- be the whole absurd protection 
doctrine.

SCHOOL BOOKS, 


The proposition to publish school books 
at th e expense of th e State, and furnish 
them free to children enrolled in th e com­ 
mon schools, as we prophesied, m eets w ith 
b u t little favor. 
If the Stato is to have 
the books compiled end printed, th e scheme 
will be defensible only on the ground th at 
uniform ity w ill be secured, and th e outlay 
by th e State returned by charging th e peo­ 
ple for the books the cost of th eir produc­ 
tion. 
T his is all the S tate should do, and 
we believe th e 
people 
desire nothing 
beyond this. 
To give the books aw ay is 
sim ply to encourage wastefulness, and open 
a door for fraudulent practices to secure 
their rapid w ear and destruction, in the 
interest of tho9e who desire to supply the 
S tate w ith stock or secure labor under it.

A t this tim e the ending was 
fully pronounced w ith its r, as in “ s is u r” 
now adays ; bu t when the word ceased to 
be exclusively applied to th e nobility, 
about th e end of the seventeenth century, 
th e frequency of the appellation oau3ed the 
slipáhod pronunciation th at is so interesting 
a fact to philologists, and th e r wa3 
dropped. 
The first syllable, w hich was 
pronounced “ moun ” in the sixteenth cen­ 
tu ry , and which has perhaps survived in 
the nautical w ord used by the Jack T ar of 
Dibdin, “ m ounseer,” became modified to 
mo, though there is a learned dispute a3 to 
w hether this is not part of the langiie (Toil, 
Then “ mo sien” became “ m eaieu,” which 
is generally pronounced as “ m’sieu ” in 
1SS2, or, if ono wishes to talk as a real gav- 
roche, “ m ’seu.” 
“ W h at ia an e sq u ire? ” is a question 
now agitating th e generally peaceful parish 
of H am pstead, and has arizen o at of a con­ 
troversy respecting a tramway' extension 
schemo w hich threatens to interfere w ith 
the proud privilege H am pstead has hitherto 
enjoyed of being inaccessible to the outer 
world, 
Tho opponents of the scheme have 
formed them selves into a com m ittee ; and 
a list of th eir names which has been pub­ 
lished includes those of a large num ber of 
local tradesm en—butchers, 
grocers and 
others— who object to the proposed tram ­ 
way. 
A gainst each of the nam es on the 
list appears th e affix of “ esquire,” and this 
has caused much excitem ent and indigna­ 
tion among a num ber of th e w orking 
classes who ere in favor of th e tramway”, 
and who nrge th a t th e tradesm en by 
catling 
them selves 
“ e sq u ires” 
have 
assum ed a dignity to which th ey have 
no claim. 
L etters on the subject from 
“ w orkingm en ” are published in th e local 
papers ; and even th e bitterness of the con­ 
troversy respecting th e tram w ay proposal 
seems for tho m om ent to be exceeded by 
th at of the “ esquire question.” 
In these 
days, w hen the title of esquire is used 
w ithout discrim ination, it is really difficult 
to say who is or is not an esquire, 
There 
is no reason w hy workingm en should not 
call them selves esquires if it pleases them 
to do so. 
I t would indeed be a great con­ 
venience if every man in the U nited K ing­ 
dom, w hatever m ight be bis condition in 
life, w ere allowed this title. 
A t present 
dire offense is often given w hen w riting to 
strangers by addressing th e letter to “ M r. 
So-and-So,” and thus rendering th e un­ 
know n correspondent, however m agnificent 
his position in his parish, unable to look 
the letter-carrier in the face when ho meets 
him in tho street, at least w ith any degree 
cf com fort.—[St. Jam es G azette.

Tow nshend, Secretary of State. 
B ut the 
m ost significant incident of th e day oc­ 
curred in connection w ith th e presentation 
of a pardon to a young man from Cincin­ 
nati, who was udtier lour years’ sentence 
for robbery. 
Rev. Dr. Bonnheim, Rabbi 
of the Jew ish synagogue in this eity, has 
been active in efforts for the young m an’s 
release, aud the chaplain placed the pardoD 
in his hands for presentation to th e prison­ 
er. 
The pardon, in accordance w ith -Gov­ 
ernor Foster’s custom, was granted on con­ 
dition th a t th e young man should abstain 
entirely from th e use of intoxicating liq­ 
uors during the rem ainder of bis life ; and 
referring to th is promise, which th e j oung 
man had solemnly made, and to the strong 
appeals for total abstinence in the addresses 
of th j preceding speakers, the R sbbi said :

ALUMINIUM 
ALI.CY3. 


A great discovery is reported from B ir­ 
m ingham —one w hich, if it realizes half 
w hat is claimed for it, w ill have an im ­ 
mense effect on th e m etal trade throughout 
th e world. 
Everybody is more or Ica3 ac­ 
quainted w ith th e m etal called alum inium , 
and bas probably possessed a t some tim e 
or other a pencil-case or other article mado 
from it. 
As is'w e ll know n, tho nietal is 
the base cf clay, alum , etc., and is th ere­ 
fore present in immense quantities in al­ 
m ost every p art of the world ; it should 
therefore be exceedingly cheap. 
B u t u n ­ 
fortunately it is alw ays found associated 
w ith various im purities, especially iron and 
silica, and th e process of separating it from 
these has hitherto proved so difficult and 
costly th a t the m etal has practically b:en 
available only for such sm all ornam ental 
articles as we have m entioned. 
In itself, 
however, and independent of cost, it is of 
very great v a lu e ; and this from tw o cir. 
cumstanc-39. 
In th e first place, w hether 
pure or in nlioy, it com pletely defies 
the 
attack 
of 
m oisture, 
and 
in 
the 
seaond (as recently pointed out by Sir F. 
Braniweli), it is m uch stronger, in relation 
to its specific gravity, th an any other sub­ 
stance known. 
H ence nothing b n t a toler­ 
ably cheap process of m anufacture in needed 
to give tb e m etal an enormous sale. 
This 
cheap process the Crown A lum inium Com­ 
pany, of H ollywood, near Birm ingham , it 
is claimed, have w orked o u t; and so com­ 
pletely as to reduce th e cost of m anufact­ 
ure by 90 per cent. 
In th e new process 
alum forms th e raw m etal. 
I t is ground 
sm all, m ixed w ith a certain proportion of 
pitch, also ground, ar.d then calcined, to 
drive 
off 
the m oisture. 
T here remain 
sulphur, potash and alum ina, w ith oxide of 
iron ; these are placed in vertical retorts, 
and the sulphur and oxide cf iron are ex­ 
pelled by forcing steam and air through the 
mass. 
The potash and alum ina arc plac. d 
in a vat of w ater, heated by stesm , which 
expels th e potash and precipitates tho 
alum ina. 
The deposit so obtained, a lien 
dried, contains roughly, 84 per cent, of 
alum ina, 2} p6r cent, of sulphate of zinc 
(from the lining of th e vat), 7j per cent, 
of silica, 7-1 per cent, of w ater and 1¡ per 
cent of alkaline silts. 
The alum ina ia ex­ 
tracted from the deposit as chloride of 
alum ina, and the chloride is afterw ard re­ 
moved by sodium in th e usual way, leav­ 
ing th e pure m etal, w hich can be readily 
alloyed w ith zinc, tin, copper or lead, prov­ 
ing ductile and non-corrosive m etals of 
great value. 
A t the same tim e th e lye 
products—potash, sulphur, and alum ínate 
of iron—are all recovered, and can be made 
into a blue dye of great value. 
Cooking 
utensils, spoons and forks, bells, propellers 
and other ship-fittings, bearings !or shafts, 
etc., guns, pans, rings— such aro some of 
the purposes for which th e new alloys are 
said to surpass any m aterial now known. 
It is reported th a t a French syndicate has 
offered over S I.000.000 for th e French 
patent alone, and th a t even larger sum s 
are proposed for the right of m anufacture 
in the U nited States. 
W e give all these 
particulars (for which th e Birmingham G a­ 
zette is responsible), sim ply for w hat they 
are w orth, b ut if there is even a substratum 
of tru th in them , it will follow th a t m uch 
more is likely to be heard of th e process.

the mill), and th a t tho death of ti u g ’rl 
had disappointed a long-cherishod hope of 
release from her life-long drudgery, which 
was 
now 
indefinitely postponed 
un>:l 
a t least a little girl of 10 bad grown old 
enough to take her place. T he mill is the un­ 
failing resort for em ploym ent, and is much 
preferred by th e female section of tbe com ­ 
m unity to dom estic Service, on account of 
the greater freedom and better pay, for a 
sm art young weaver or spinner is soon ex­ 
pert enough to earn 18i. or 21s. psr week, 
"besides having her eveniDgi and Sundays 
all to herseif.

to earn big wagrs, like th e boy w ith th e 
cake, will bave many friends, auxioui to 
bo placed on even a more fam iliar f jotin '.

L e a d P o is o n in g

Lead poisoning is often produced in sn un­ 
expected 
manner. 
Tho occupation of 
dressmaking might be regarded as one 
likely to be exrtnpt from i t ; yet a cress- 
toakir just admitted in’o the Leeds Dis­ 
pensary, in England, was found to have a 
distinct blue line on her gums, with sim ul­ 
taneous 
symptoms, 
such as a furred 
tongue, inflammation of tbe lips, and gen­ 
eral debility—alt signs pointing to the 
probability of 
poisoning by lead. 
The 
physician in attendance for some time 
failed to discover the source of tbe lead 
poisoning, and wa3 beginning to think the 
blue line had been caused in some other 
way, when be accidentally learned from a 
merchant that eilken thread, being sold by 
weight, and not by length, is sometimes 
adulterated with sugar of lead. 
He then 
questioned the patient, and she informed 
Dim that it had been a common practice 
with her, when at work, to hold silk as 
well as other kinds of thread in her mouth, 
and that she had done this the more readi­ 
ly with silk inasmuch as it often had a 
sw eet taste. 
This is a sure indication of 
the presence of lead, and all thread possess­ 
ing it should either be rejected or used 
with caution. 
Ic will be found that the 
silk thread of the best makers is tasteless, 
whereas some iuferiqr threads are sw eet.—

Judge Robert Christopher Clark died on 
Saturday morning about 2 o’clock, at the resi­ 
dence cf his son-in-law, Charles McCreary, in 
this city, after a long illness. For mere than a 
yea’ he had suffered frcm disease of the heart, 
and early in the month of Auiust cf lsst 
year ho ltft the bench of the Saperior Court 
never to return. Judge Clark was born in 
Winchester, Ky., in 1815, being in his GSib 
year at the time of his decease. He came 
to California frcm Missouri in 1833, located 
in Sacramento, ar.d at once began the prac­ 
tice of law. At the session of the Legislature 
in 1857-8 he represented this cannty io the 
Assembly, with A, P, Catlin, J. H. Me- 
Kunt and L W. Ftrris a s collf’urues. Dar­ 
ing ;haseo-ion of 1859 1 he w -s a member of 
the Stat9 Senate. Oo October 7, 1861, ha 
was 
elected 
to 
the cffi:e 
of Ccnety 
Judge, succeeding Judge 
Robert 
Rob­ 
inson 
in 
that 
position. 
At 
the 
expiration of the term ho was re-elected, and 
served continuously as County Judge until 
the Court, was abolish id by the adoption of 
the new Constitution. At the first election 
under the Constitution he w&3 elected to the 
position of Superior Judge, rvhicn he held 
until the time of his death. In politics ha 
was a Whig of the Henry Clay stamp, aod 
afterwards 
a 
Republican. 
His 
father. 
.Tames Clark, was a prominent jurist cf 
Kentucky. He represented the same district 
as did Henry Clay both io the State Sanato 
and in Congress, filled the position of Su­ 
preme Judge of the State, and was elected 
Governor, which position he occupied at the 
tims of bis death. The son, previ;us to his 
removal to Missouri, was graduated at a law 
college in Ohio. Deceased was a member of 
Capia' Lodge, Independent Order of Old 
Fellow p, end belonged to Company A, Sacra­ 
mento Battalion of Uniformed Patriarchs. 
He leaves one son aid two daughters—Wm. 
Clark, cf San Francisco, Miss Minnia Clark 
and Sirs. Chas. McCreary, both of Sacra­ 
mento. The funeral will take place this af- 
noon at 2 p. M , from the residence of Chas. 
McCreary, Tenth and L streets. 
On Saturday the Superior and Police 
Courts adjourned cut cf respect to Judge 
Clark’s memory. The Sacramento Bar Assn. 
ciation will meet at the Court-house at 10 
A. M. to-day, to taka appropriate action in re ­ 
gard to his death, and make preparations to 
attend (he funeral. 
The loss cf Judge Clark to this community 
will be sincerely deplored. No man wes more 
widely known in this section. For more than 
two decades he was honored by the people of 
Sacramento county with a seat upon the 
county bench, and when he sought promotion 
to the higher position in the Superior Court 
it was accorded with a unanimity that testi­ 
fied to the deep hold he had upon the esteem 
and ooufidence cf the citizens. On the bench 
he was prompt and dignified, and presided 
with patience and close attention to the issues 
presented. Ilia mind was analytical, and con­ 
fusion of ideas never marred bis decisions. 
He was not severe, and on that account 
was the subject of some criticism by such as 
believed that his decrees of punishment 
against offenders before the law should hive 
been ltss merciful. He was a sound lawyer, 
and the whole bent of his mind, his reason­ 
ing and retentive powers, his insight into the 
motives of men, and bis knowledge cf human 
c'n rioter, fitted him in an eminent degree for 
the bench. 
He va*, from an early day, the close friend 
of Sacramenta, and with her h e remained 
during all the (rials and reverses that beset 
th e city, though opportunities in number 
offered for him to go into o th e r fields. In 
Bocial life -Judge Clark was a firm friend, a 
kind father and a liberal-minded and public 
spirited citizen. He did not withdraw him- 
Eelf, but mingled with his fellow-men freely, 
ana deeply enjoyed their society. Like all 
men, he 
had peculiarities, and possibly 
faults, that brought him some antagonism, 
but not to a degiei that served to distnrb his 
serenity, or disquiet him, or to shake the con­ 
fidence tf the people in him.

At low water the depth of the 
channel is 20 feet. 
This year tho water 


rose 23 feet, and spread ont the entire 
length of the bridge.

MISUSE 
OF 
TECHNICAL 
TSEM 3. 


I wiíh to draw attention to a careless use 
of language which seems to be spreading. 
Probably “ ’twas ever thus.” Mr. Pick­ 
wick did not know the difference between 
an “ alley-taw” and a “ commoney.” Our 
grandfathers used sometimes to say they 
were at “ eight holes” at long whist, when 
they meant they were at the "point of 
e i g h t a n d they spoke, and modern play­ 
ers Btill speak at times, of playing a “ hand 
at whist” when they mean a “ rubber of 
w hiít;” and of calling a “ lead” instead of 
calling a “ suit.” The laws of whist in 
several places use the term “ revoke” for 
“ renounce in error.” A renounce in er­ 
ror does not become revoke till it is estab­ 
lished. 
The laws of chess in one place use 
the word “ piece” when “ man” is meant. 
The men are the pieces and pawns. 
The 
laws of billiards use the word in “ balk” 
when in “ hand” is meant. 
Flayers also 
talk about making “ pockets” at billiards. 
They do not make the pockets—the man- 
facturera make them ; the players make 
“ hazards.” Many people at backgammon 
talk of throwing “ doubles” when they 
mean “ doublets.” Instances from many 
other games might be given ; but the game 
in which this misuse of terms is most ram­ 
pant, and to which I especially desire to 
direct attention is lawn-tennis. 
Players 
and manufacturers call “ rackets” “ bats.” 
Cricket is played with a bat, lawn-tennis 
with a racket. 
“ Strokes” are often called 
“ points” and “ aces 
a “ service” is called 
a “ serve;” a "rest” is known as a “ rally;” 
the “ sides” (of the net) become “ ends;'1 
the “ striker out” is transformed into the 
“ non-server,” and the “ server” into the 
“ s t r i k e r s o m e t i me s they are called 
“ hand-in” and “ hand out” respectively, 
for the evident reason that there is no 
“ hand-in” or “ hand-out” when tennis 
scoring is employed, as is now the univer­ 
sally the case. 
Is it too mnch to hope 
that the rising generation will take a hint, 
and endeavor to call things (especially at 
lawn-tennis) by their correct nam es.-[“Cav- 
endisb,” in Notes and Queries.

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MATTHEW 
SIMPSON, 
BISHOP OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL 


Bishop Matthew Simpson, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, was born at Cadiz, Ohio, 
on the 21st day of Jure, 1811. He was edu­ 
cated at Madison College, which afterwards 
merged into Alleghany College. In 1829 he 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, aud 
was licensed to preach four years afterwards. 
His first pastoral appointment was as a mem­ 
ber of the Pittsburg Conference, of which he 
was recoguized, in a short time, as one of its 
most able and promising ministers. He was 
ordained Deacon at Pittsburg by Bishop Rob­ 
erts, in the year 1835, and afterwards Elder 
by the same Bishop, at Steubenville, Ohio. 
Before his promotion to the position ha now 
holds, he filled several appointments as pas­ 
tor with great popularity. He was elected 
and ordained Bishop at Boston in May, 1852. 
His home is in Philadelphia. Pa. Bishop 
Simpson offered the prayer at the opening of 
the International Exhibition of 1870, a tribute 
to his eminent standing and the importance 
of the Church organization which he repre­ 
sents as one of the great instiiutiooo of the 
United States. He is an A. M. of the Alle­ 
ghany College, and has receive i the titles of 
D. D. aud LL.D. from the Wesleyan Uni­ 
versity, Middletown. From 1837 to 1839 he 
was Vice-President and Profissor of Natural 
Science in Alleghany College ; was Preeident 
cf Indiana Asbury Ur iverti y, 1839 to 1848, 
and editor of the Western Christian Advocate, 
1848 to 1852. Ilis eloquence is of the highest 
order. His impassioned delivery is the natu­ 
ral expression of a man thoroughly in earnest 
to benefit his fellow-creatnreB.
